Indianapolis, Ind.,

exercises, added to the interest. 
The 
weather was all that could be asked for. 
The ample time the merchants had for 
decorations enabled them to give Indian­ 
apolis an appearance it never wore before. 
Cheap buntings were almost wholly ig­ 
nored for the richer colors of finer goods. 
The most elaborate and artistic designs 
were displayed on the front of every store 
and every residence. 
The public buildings 
were entirely hidden by festoons and flags. 
In many places were the likenesses of the 
Presidents, those of Washington, Lincoln, 
and Benjamin 
Harrison being in the 
largest number. 
President 
Harrison’s 
residence and yard led all the others in the 
beauty of the tasteful decorations, while 
Attorney-General Miller’s was also a mar­ 
vel of good taste. 
The «hotel where 
Gen. 
Harrison re­ 
mained as the guest of the State was a 
bower of flowers and banners. 
It was one 
of the three points of interest, the un­ 
finished monument and President Har­ 
rison’s homo being the other two points. 
The city commenced filling up with 
strangers the early part of the week and 
each day brought thousands more, until 
tho hotel capacity of the city and all the 
neighboring towns was taxed to its utmost. 
Fully 50,000 strangers were in the city. 
At sunrise Thursday morning the artil­ 
lery fired a salute, which opened the pro­ 
gram for the day. 
During the forenoon 
the reception committees wore busy re­ 
ceiving and entertaining visitors, and at 
12:30 the artillery signal was given for the 
formation of tho various divisions for the 
proceesion. 


The Parade. 
It was 2 o’clock when tho parade began 
its march through the principal streets. 
It was made up of various posts of the 
Grand Army of the Republic throughout 
the State, and the State militia and local 
civic organizations. 
It is estimated that 
8,000 men were in line. 
In the second 
division, Immediately in the rear of the 
military, was the escort of President Har­ 
rison, IOO strong, all mounted. 
Between 
the sections of the escort rode the Presi­ 
dent in a flag-draped carriage. 
The Pres­ 
ident acknowledged the compliments of 
tho crowd by repeatedly lifting his hat. 
It was nearly 8 o’clock when tho head of 
the procession reached the monument. All 
the streets surrounding it were packed 
with people anxious to catch a glimpse of 
the President and other prominent person­ 
ages who appeared on the speakers’ stand 
and to witness tho ceremonies. 


Cheers for the President. 


Other Speakers. 
There were loud calls for Gen. 
the conclusion of the President’s 
and he responded as follows: 
“Mr. President and comrades: 
not detain you with any remarks. 
I am 
here with the President to Witness these 
great ceremonies and I am glad I am here. 
I met Indiana soldiers in the war, at 
Atlanta and Resaca and many 
other „ 
points, and they never failed to support 
us, and I am here to-day to say to you that 
I will never fail to stand by you.” 
Attorney-General Miller was then intro­ 
duced and spoke briefly as did also Pri­ 
vate Secretary Halford. 
This ended the 
exercises of the day, and amid the boom­ 
ing of cannon and tho cheers of the thou­ 
sands the throng dispersed.

AN EXCURSION TRAIN WRECKED 


Three Men K illed and Many W ounded 
Near K noxville, Tenn. 
K nox ville, Tenn., Aug. 23,—A horri­ 
ble wreck occurred on tho Knoxville, 
Cumberland Gap & Louisville railroad at 
Flat Gap creek, twonty-two miles from 
here, at 10:30 this morning. 
The train 
was the first to go over the new road and 
carried a select excursion of the city coun­ 
cil, the board of public works, representa­ 
tives of the chamber of commerce,tho very 
flower of the business and professional 
men of Knoxville. 
The train of two cars 
left the track at the crossing, and the rear 
car wont down a trestle. 
Only one man 
was uninjured. 
It was impossible to ob­ 
tain medical aid for a long time, and until 
4:30 p. rn., when the train reached Knox­ 
ville, 
scanty 
attention 
was rendered. 
Many had to be brought back on flat cars 
and the last part of the journey was made 
in a driving rain. 
Three men died from 
their injuries and others can not live. Tho 
dead are: 
JUDGE GEORGE ANDREWS, the most 
prominent lawyer in East Tennessee. 
S. T. POWERS, tho loading merchant and 
former president of the East Tennessee Fire 
Insurance company. 
ALEXANDER REEDER, a leading poli­ 
tician who has held many offices of trust. 
The injured are: 
A lex . A. A rth u r, president of the cham­ 
ber of commerce. 
ISHAM Youno, president of the board of 
public works. 
Jo h n T. H ea rn , editor of the Sentinel. 
W. W. W oodruff, a leading wholsalo mer­ 
chant 
C h a rle s S. Rim our, attorney of tho Corn­ 
land Gap & Louisville road. 
A le x a n d e r W ilson, assistant chief en­ 
gineer of .tho Cumberland Gap & Louisville 
road.

C hanges Caused by th e D iscoveries of 
In stan tan e o u s P hotography. 
“ Instantaneous 
photography 
is 
a 
nuisance,” said an artist, whoso business 
is to draw' cuts for tho newspapers and 
magazines. 
“ Before they began to take 
those blamed photographs all you had to 
do was to draw a horse so that it looked 
natural and lifelike, and the papers and 
the public were satisfied. 
Now, though, 
since that Philadelphia fellow printed his 
book, nothing will do but that we must 
draw running horses just as they are, not 
as they lock 
Of course the pictures 
don’t look nearly 
so 
pretty, and the 
horses are as awkward and unnatural 
as 
donkeys, but 
they 
are 
accurate 
and that is the craze just now. 
W e have 
had to learn our animal drawing all over 
again, and have to puzzle our brains by 
tho hour over cuts of instantaneous photo- 
grauhs, trying to find some position that 
has at least a bit of grace and life in it.

As the President was recognized on the 
stand he was greeted with a cheer, which 
he acknowledged. 
The crowd watched in 
silence the laying of the corner stone by 
Charles M. Travis, deputy commander of 
the Indiana department in accordance 
with tho ritual of the Grand Army of the 
Republic. 
In performing the ritual rites 
Commander Travis was assisted by the 
officers of the department and by the 
presidents of the Sons of Veterans and 
the Woman’s Relief corps. 
When the 
stone had boon placed in position the 
national flag was raised and tho “Star 
Spangled Banner” sung by Mrs. Zelda 
Seguin-Wallace. 
Tho ceremony ended 
with the firing of a salute. 
P resid en t H arriso n 's Speech. 
Following this. Gov. Bovey, os presiding 
officer of tho occasion, made a brief ad­ 
dress, and he was followed by Gen. M. D. 
Manson of Crawfordsville and Gen. John 
Coburn of Indianapolis. 
At the con­ 
clusion of the latter’s address President 
Harrison was introduced to the assemblage, 
and after the applause which greeted him 
had ended he spoke, in brief as follows, 
his remarks boing greeted by repeated ap­ 
plause : 
“ Mr. President and fellow-citizens: 
I 
did not expect to make any address on 
Mils occasion. 
It would have been pleasant 
if I could have found leisure to make 
suitable preparation to have accepted the 
invitation to deliver an oration. 
Public 
duties, however, prevented, and I could 
only promise to be present with you to­ 
day. 
It seemed to me most appropriate 
that I should take part with my fellow- 
citizens of Indiana in the great ceremony. 
There have been few occasions in the 
history of our State so full of interest, so 
magnificent, so inspiring, 
as that which 
we now witness. 
‘ ‘Five years ago, when the people assem­ 
bled to unveil the statue which had been 
worthily set up to our great war Governor 
I ventured to express the hope that near 
by it, as a twin expression of our great 
sentiment, thoro might be built a noble 
shaft, not to any man, but a monument 
about which the sons of veterans, the 
mothers of our dead, the widows that are 
yet with us, might gather, and, pointing 
to tho stately shaft, say: 
‘There is his 
monument. ’ 
“The hope expressed that day is realized 
now. I congratulate the people of Indiana 
that our Legislature has generously met 
the expectations of our patriotic people. 
I congratulate the^commisoners having this 
great work in charge (that they have se­ 
cured a design which will not suffer under 
the criticism of tho best artists of the 
world. 
I congratulate you that a monu­ 
ment so costly as to show that we value 
that which it commenorates, so artistic as 
to express the sentiment which evoked it, 
is to stand in the capital of Indiana. 
“As I have witnessed these ceremonies I 
read in the faces of the men who stood 
about me that lifting up of the soul, that 
kindling of patriotic fire, that has made 
me realize that in such occasions the nation 
is laying deep and strong its future secur­ 
ity. 
This is a monument of Indiana to 
Indiana soldiers. 
But I beg you to re­ 
member that they were only soldiers of 
Indiana until the enlistment oath was 
taken; that from that hour until they came 
back to the generous State that had sent 
them forth they were soldiers of the 
Union. 
So that it seemed to me not inap­ 
propriate that I should briug to you to­ 
day 
the 
sympathy 
and , cheer o f| the 
loyal 
people 
of 
all 
the 
States. 
No American 
citizen need avoid it or 
pass it with unsympathetic eyes, for it does 
not commemorate a war of subjugation. 
There is not in the United States to-day a 
man who, if he realizes what has occurred 
since the war and has opened his soul to 
the sight of that which is to come, will not 
feel that it is good for all our people that 
victory crowned the cause which this mon­ 
ument commemorates.

St. P aul, Minn., Aug. 23.—Gratifying 
reports concerning tho crops come fiom all 
points along the line of the Omaha road. 
Tho rains which fell very generally during 
Monday night havo proved highly be no- 
ficial to corn, and the prospects aro very 
encouraging as far as that cereal is con­ 
cerned. 
Flax, also, was greatly benefited 
by the heavy showers, and tile outlook for 
that crop is of a most promising character.

Here they open ad a trap door 
leaJu g down to the basement under­ 
neath tbe Holmes establishment, the 
rear of tho basement being used for 
storing stoves, aDd separated from the 
front by a common board partition.

Only two band 
satchels were taken, one valuend at $7 
and another at $4 50.

clothes. One of Mr. Holmes’ clerks in­ 
sists that a box of fine flannel shirts is 
also missing.
